Dr. Aaron Levy Is Special- 
ist Whom Dr. Muench 
Called to Attend Price In- 


fant in His Home. 


Dr. Chester H. Denny, the physi- 
cian who attended Anna Ware at 
childbirth, testified for more than 
an hour late yesterday at the ha- 
beas corpus hearing before Special 
Commisioner Rush H. Limbaugh in 
the St. Louis Court of Appeals. He 
said he had been told the baby was 
to be cared for at a hospital by the 
“doctor of the family that was to 
adopt it.” 

This information, he said, was 
given him by Attorney Wilfred 
Jones, his uncle, who had asked him 
to examine Miss Ware and attend 
her until her child was delivered. 

Dr. Denny testified he thought 
Jones mentioned a “Dr. Levy” as 
the physician who was to care for 
the baby at the hospital to which 
he had been told the child would 
be removed immediately after 
birth. 

Dr. Aaron Levy was the physi- 
' eian Dr. Ludwig O. Muench called 
~ to his home last July 11 to treat 
the Price baby which died five 
days later at the Jewish Hospital. 
Dr. Levy testified Wednesday as 
to the circumstances of that call 
and his subsequent treatment of 
the child at the Jewish Hospital. 

Dr. Denny’s Testimony. 

Dr. Denny was the last witness 
of the day. He took the witness 
stand at 4:35 and testified until 
adjournment at 5:40. 

Questioned by Harry C. Barker, 
counsel for Miss Ware, he said 
that he was the doctor who deliv- 
ered “the Anna Ware baby.”

Warning to Be Careful Held Futile; 
» Education in Use of Car Rec- 

: ommended at Council.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 18 
Present safety education methods 
were criticised as futile by Frank 
C. Berry, manager of the Safety De- 
partment of the Mineapolis Auto- 
Mobile Club, in a report adopted by 
the street and highway traffic sec- 
tion of the National Safety Con- 
gress yesterday.

Included in the plan is a proposal 
for diverting surplus potatoes into 
livestock feed, flour starch or al- 
cohol, aided by a Government sub- 
sidy.

The Farm Administration has 
scheduled a series of public hear- 
ings throughout Western states to 
discuss the proposed marketing 
agreement and the effort to divert

The Payments. 

The diversion plan would work as 
follows: The AAA would make pay- 
ments to growers for diverting po- 
tatoes, the payments to equal 25 
cents for each 100 pounds of pota- 
toes turned from the usual market 
channels. At the outset, payments 
would be limited to 10 per cent of 
this year’s crop, but this proportion 
might be increased later. 

‘Payments would be made on po- 
tatoes which met or exceeded the 
specification for United States com- 
mercial or United States No. 2, 
Payments would not be made on 
culls or other low-grade potatoes. 

The proposed marketing agree- 
ment would provide for control of 


interstate shipments from states in- 


volved. Should prices continue low 
despite the regulation, the AAA 
said interstate shipments of the 
higher grades of potatoes could be 
regulated through proration. State 


Signing of Agreement. 

If the marketing agreement 
should be signed by 50 per cent of 
the handlers in the area affected, and 
approved by two-thirds of the pro- 
ducers in that area, the AAA said 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
might issue an order making the 
provisions of the agreement binding 
on all handlers within the area. The

T appears to be the strategy of the 3.2 

tavern owners to attack in the Circuit 
Court through injunction proceedings 
every ordinance passed by the Board of 
Aldermen to regulate their business and 
compel them to evince a decent regard 
for law, order and the rights of citizens. 

The Legislature adjourned about May 
1.and up to date no 3.2 operators in St. 
Louis, so far as I know, have paid 1 cent 
to the city for licenses. Furthermore, 
while the regular saloon owner is pay- 
ing $600 a year in State and city licenses 
/ and must close on Sundays-and at 1:30 
a.m., these gentry so far have pajd only 
the State fee of $25, nothing to the city; 
remain open all day Sunday and all night, 
too; sell to minors and drunkards, employ 
minors as bartenders, and generally con- 
duct their places as nuisances. No won- 
der they seek to prevent regulation by 
the Excise Commissioner. 

It is generally believed a liberal per- 
centage of 3.2 taverns are the outlet for 
bootleg liquor. Also, that they dispense 
beer much stronger in alcoholic content 
than they are supposed to. There is one 
of these places near my home. I wish to 
testify that from the noise, obscene 
language, drunken singing and general 
rowdyism that disturbs the whole neigh. 
borhood on Sundays and after regular 
saloon hours, the courts should speedily 
settle the question whether St. Louis is 
going properly to regulate these places or 
whether they are going to render unin. 
habitable their immediate surroundings.

A TEST FOR THE UPPER BRACKETS. 


Two hundred and fifty public-spirited St. Louisans 
will meet tonight to tackle the hardest part of a hard 
job. They are the solicitors assigned to the special 
gifts division of the campaign for $2,850,000 to carry 
on the welfare activities of the 91 social service 
agencies which compromise the United Charities of 
St. Louis. 

It is four weeks until the campaign proper opens, 
but the success of the campaign this year depends on 
the response to the appeal for special gifts. This 
may as well be acknowledged at the outset. It is the 
belief of those in charge of the campaign. The fail- 
ure of the campaign last year to achieve its goal by 
approximately half a million dollars supports their 
conclusion. / 

The small givers of St. Louis have a splendid rec- 
ord. Year after year they have gone into their pay 
envelopes with a fine generosity to keep clinics, hos- 
pitals, orphanages, nurseries, camps for children, 
homes for unemployables and other community wel- 
fare institutions at their good work. This record of 
the wage earners is a challenge to those of greater 
means—those in the special gifts classification—to 
measure up in proportion. 

The following table, compiled by the research de- 
partment of the Community Council, is based on 
statistics from the 12 community chest cities for 
which 1934 information is available. The figures 
speak for themselves:

It takes but little study of this table to show where 
the lag was in the United Charities campaign 
last year. St. Louis stood sixth among the 12 cities 
in the total amount of contributions. Only Chicago, 
Cleveland, Philadelphia, Cincinnati and Los Angeles 
raised more money. Yet, rated in terms of the pet- 
centage of contributions from givers of $10,000 or 
more, St. Louis was at the bottom of the list. In 
Cincinnati, whose population is approximately half 
that of St. Louis, contributions of $10,000 or more ac- 
counted for about two and a half times as much of 
the total raised as did contributions in this class in 
St. Louis. 

Persons of means who investigate the effect of the 
new Federal income tax rates on gifts to charity will 
find that the national Government this year really is 
encouraging generous subscriptions to welfare work. 
Take, for example, the case of the man whose net 
income subject to Federal taxation is $200,000 a year. 
Should he contribute $30,000 to the United Charities, 
the actual cost to him would be only $10,800. The 
Federal Governmient would absorb the difference, or 
64 per cent of the contribution. This is true for the 
reason that difference would be paid out other- 
wise as income taxes. 

Similarly, the new graduated Federal corporation 
tax recognizes the obligation of business concerns to 
support local welfare agencies by classifying corpora- 
tion gifts to charity as a proper item among operat- 
ing expenses. As Ernest W. Stix, chairman of the 
corporations unit in the coming campaign, has point- 
ed out in the St. Louis Chamber of Commerce News, 
every gift to charity reduces the amount on which 
the graduated corporation income tax must be paid. 
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taxable income. 

This is not the place to discuss the many blessings 
which St. Louis derives from the charitable organiza- 
tions that belong to the United Charities. It is com- 
mon knowledge that this would be a far less humane 
city if it were not for the helping hand which these 


crippled and unfit. Neither should it be necessary to 
point out that these services are in no way duplicat- 
ed by the Federal relief—the bare essentials—to the 
unemployed. 

What is to be the basis on which these important 
social welfare activities will be carried on in the 
future? Will it continue to be local or will the Fed- 
eral Government be in charge? Whatever the an- 
swer, there can be no denying that the success or 
failure of the campaigns as they are now conducted 
will be a determining factor. During the past year

Louisans of means consistently fail to match the giv- 
ing of wage earners they will be inviting govern- 
mental control of these local activities, if not actu- 
ally opening the way for it. 

The upper brackets in St. Louis face a crucial test, 
and on the way it is met depends the extent to which 
the need and misery of the city’s helpless will be 
relieved through the coming year.

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PASSING THE BUCK. 

Senator Capper of Kansas recently wrote Senator 
Borah, as the Washington Merry-Go-Round tells it, 
about: an agricultural plank in next year’s Repub- 
lican platform. “It should be as specific and appeal- 
ing to the farmers as that of the administration,” said 
the Kansan, “and the work of preparing it should 
be begun immediately.” 

“You are absolutely right,” replied the Senator 
from Idaho, and went on to say that “you are just 
the man to do it, and when you have finished, please 
send me a copy.’ 

There was a rare instance, we should say, of pass- 
ing the buck with senatorial punctilio. This art of 
passing the buck is widely and solemnly practiced. 
Was there ever a deity so impressively worshiped as 
the God of Things as They Ought to Be? Mr. Borah 
is himself an addict of that fine, impeccable verb, 
should. He has proclaimed, imperiously, that foreign 
trade should be revived. He is convinced that there 
can be no sound recovery until the nations again buy 
and sell as they did before economic nationalism 
blocked the channels. Only the other day, ina letter 
to the second Theodore Roosevelt, Mr. Borah in- 
veighed against monopoly in ringing tones, insisted 
that this was the issue before the country, that there 
could be no equality of opportunity, as the founders 
conceived, until the trusts are smashed. But he omit- 
ted saying how it was to be done. 

There are so many conditions which, we are all 
agreed, are deplorable and should be corrected. De- 
pressions, for example, and their paralyzing recur- 
rence. No one has ever been heard to say a kind 
word for them. They are anathema. They should 
be bound and gagged and pitched overboard. Again, 
our unemployed millions, willing and able to work 
but unable to find work to do. Here is a reproach to 
our whole order, an indictment filed jointly against 
our captains of industry and statesmen. Illustrious 
gentlemen are heard continuously on this theme, in 
the papers, in the magazines, on the air.

Amending process defended as highly valuable part of our constitutional system 
by member of Federal judiciary; he points out, however, that every. critic of 
the basic law should state exactly how he would frame an amendment to gain 
his end; against proposal to limit Supreme Court's powers. 


From an Address by Federal Judge Merrill E. Otis of Kansas City before the

ET there be no criticism of those citi- 

zens whether in public or in private life, 

who propose amendments to the Consti- 
tution of the United States. They have the 
moral and the legal right to do that. The 
fathers of the Republic provided for that 
very thing. Far from their purpose was it 
to establish a body of fundamental law 
which, like the laws of the Medes and Per- 
Sians, never could be altered: 

Much of the glory of the Constitution is in 
the amendments to it. 

In the amendments is the bill of rights. 
In the amendments is the declaration there 
shall be no slavery. In the amendments are 
the great provisions that neither the United 
States nor any state shall deprive any per- 
son of life, liberty or property without due 
process of law and that no state shall] deny 
to any person the equal protection of the 
laws. 

Certainly it is proper to suggest for the 
consideration of the people changes in any 
of the provisions of the Constitution. Let 
him, however, who does that point. directly 
to that provision which he deems inadequate 
or unjust and which he thinks it would be 
well to alter. Let him be definite and 
specific. 

I venture to assert that the imposition of 
that reasonable requirement will confound 
the critics of the nation’s organic law. 

Say not that the body of the Constitution 
was written long ago, when the village black- 
smith plied his trade beneath the spreading 
tree. Of what significance tis that? So also 
the beatitudes were spoken centuries before 
the first motor boat raced over the placid 
waters of the Galilean sea. 

The friends of the Constitution should wel- 
come the criticism of any citizen if only 
he will be definite and specific. 


If he believes that the power of Congress 
to regulate commerce should not be limited 
to that which is interstate, that it should 
extend to every business transaction of | 
every man, let him say so. Then we can 
debate that question. 

If he believes that the powers of govern-

ment no longer should be divided among 
three independent branches, let him say so 
clearly. Then we can discuss that question 
calmly. . 

If he believes that the federal system of a 
sovereign nation and sovereign common- 
wealths should be supplanted by a central 
government al] powerful over states and 
men, let him say frankly. Let him put the 
proposition in short and meaning words, not 
camouflage it beneath a mass of senseless 
verbiage. 


One critic of the Constitution has been 
specific. And he is an honorable and able 
man, a statesman and a patriot. He is the 
author of one amendment, unquestionably 
meritorious, now adopted as a part of the 
fundamental law. He is a Senator of the 
United States. Even the wisest and best of 
men sometimes may err. He has intro- 
duced in Congress a resolution to amend 
the Constitution so as to deprive the courts 
of a large part of the judicial power. The 
effect of the proposed amendment is that 
the courts no longer may test the validity of 
statutes by the standards of the Constitu- 
tion. 

The Judges still will be required to swear 
that they will do justice in accordance with 
the Constitution but they will be forbidden 
to look into the Constitution. To require a 
Judge to take such an oath, with such a 
limitation, John Marshal) said, “is a crime. 

Once it was said by another of the great- 
est Judges of our history: “When the hum- 
blest citizen comes into this court with the 
Constitution in his hands, the Judge will 
dare not disregard his appeal!” Perhaps 
hereafter, when the citizen comes with the 
Constitution in his hands, the Judge will 
say to him: “That old charter that yor 
seem so much to prize is worthless to you 
now; it was the supreme law once; it is the 
supreme law no more; the will of Congress 
is the supreme iaw now” 

Yes, this attack is definite and specific. 
[It is directed not to any one provision. It 
drives a knife into the very heart of the 
Constitution. 


Provisional Stabilization.

HE Foreign Policy Association, in a re- 
port prepared by a member of its staff, 
John C. de Wilde, makes out a strong case 
for the thesis that economic recovery all 
over the world is being held back by chaos 
in money standards and exchange values. 
It goes so far as to recommend vigorously 
the immediate provisional stabilization of 
the dollar, the pound sterling and the franc. 
Economists are pretty generally agreed 
that the best and quickest method to bring 
about business improvement everywhere, to- 
gether with more jobs, higher wages and a 
reduction in the world’s unemployment rolls, 
would be through international monetary 
stabilization. The differences in the require- 
ments of the gold-bloc countries, such as 
France, and of those not tied immovably to 
gold, such as the United States and Great 
Britain, are too great to permit of adjust- 
ment without trade losses. 


The tremendous difficulty in the way of 
international stabilization is the establish- 
ment of a level of exchange suitable to all 
the countries involved) There may be a 
Serious question whether, in view of the un- 
settled political conditions in Europe, the 
time is now ripe for stabilizaton, More- 
over, it may be that this coyntry’s experi- 
ence with devaluation does not yet qualify 
it to participate in an international stand- 
ardization experiment. 

There can be little doubt, however, that 
the Foreign Policy Association is on firm 
ground in sugg?sting that stabilization at 
first be provisional, with latitude afforded 
for the correction of errors and fluctuacions. 

When the United States, Great Britain 
and France reach an agreement on mone- 
tary values, on a trial basis, world recov- 
ery efforts may be expected to bear rich 
fruits,

Extensive Use of Herbs Fea- 
tures the Cookery of 
Puebla.

OR 4vU years, the lore of the 
Puebla, Mexico, cook has been 
half indian, haif Spanish, She 
—ay insist upon the sweet red pi- 
mientos and olives of Spain, but 
she will serve with her dishes only 
the white, paper-thin cornmeal tor- 
tillas that the natives were pound- 
ing out on their stone metates when 
the first “white gods on horseback’”’ 
came over the mountains from the 
sea, 

And she is not provincial, this 
“cocinera,.” Many ot her recipes are 
marked “oaxaqueno” or “toluqueno” 
or “veracruzana,” and one, is “ha- 
banera,” brought perhaps by some 
fabulous traveler from Cuba. 

In the sunny monastery kitchens, 
tiled like the Cathedral domes from 
the kilns of Talavera, the Indians 
showed the friars from Andalusia 
how to make mole for turkey, the 
wild game the Spaniard had never 
seen before; how to grind the nuts 
and the chiles and the squash seeds 
and ajonjoli on the stone metate. 
The recipe was soon adapted to the 
domesticated fowl in the second 
patio which, in the old hacienda pal- 
aces, was the barn yard. 

Chicken Dorado 

Two tablespoons fat. 

One pound ham, finely diced.

If fresh chiles poblano are 
used or the milder, sweet, green- 
bell peppers, toast each pepper over 
a flame, remove the skins under 
water, taking care not to handle 
them, and boil the pods for 15 min- 
utes in enough water to cover and 
one-half teaspoon salt.

Worn Down. 


So it is with health — even the 
strongest constitution can be worn 
down by a succession of assaults— 
from germs, accidents, bad food, 
worry, climate, failure, frustration. 

‘Perhaps a better example is that 
of the platters of glass—each made 
to a different size and thickness. 
Hang them from the ceiling and 
bring into the room a violin. Catch 
upon the violin the exact note 
which corresponds to a plate’s vib- 
tation, sound it loudly, and that 
plate will be shattered into a thou- 
hand pieces. But the others re- 
main whole. 

In other words, we need both the 
proper ground and the proper seed. 
Not only the cause of a disease, but 
the constitution of body which is 
fitted for it. Certain types of body 
build develop tuberculosis, others 
reject it, just as cactus grows in 
the desert but not elm trees. 


One Type. 

The subject of body constitution 
has been intensively studied in the 
past few decades. Here, for  in- 
stance is the type of person who is 
subject to migraine. “She (or he— 
-though she is more often the case) 
is usually a brunette with very fine, 
delicate straight hair. Her features 
are classical, of a fine mold; and 
her nostrils narrow. The pupils of 
her eyes are unduly large, though 
reacting normally to light and ac- 
commodation. Her skin is smooth, 
transparent, and child-like. The 
touch of her hand is cool and moist. 

Physiologically, she tires easily 
but is relatively safe from acute in- 
fections; she blushes readily but the 
heat never bothers her. In other 
words, she enjoys (or suffers) an 
evercharge of vasomotor instability, 
unusual thermostability, and habit- 
ual apokamnosis, spring from low- 
ered resistance to fatigue.
